PICCON - PicCon is a program to 
aid developers of Amiga software for including 
graphical images in their own programs. In a full 
featured GUI you are able to cut out any portion of 
a loaded picture and save it back to disk in a variety 
of formats. 

SHOWGFF - ShowGIF is, as the 
name says, a GIF viewer for the Picasso-H graphics 
board of VillageTronic. The program can be started 
from CLI or Workbench with one or more 
filenames/icons. If the program cannot load an 
image (because you didn’t submit a filename or the 
file doesn’t exist), a file requester pops up. 

SLOTS 2.05 - Slots is a standard slot

Here it is time for the latest segment in the never ending 
story of " As the Amiga Turns " starring Commodore U.K., Creative 
Electronics Incorporated, and the ever popular Liquidation Trustees. 

As you may remember from the last episode, the U.K. group 
did not show up to sign the papers so C.E.I. was offered the 
opportunity. The latest news that I now have is dated Jan. 3,1995. 
C.E.I. has made their final offer and signed and put down a deposit. 
This has triggered the final round. On Dec. 22 Commodore U.K. put 
forward their final bid, at this time there appears no other bids will be 
offered and everything rests in the hands of the Liquidation Trustees, 
and by now I think we all realize just how quickly they work (plenty 
of sarcasm intended). 

Meanwhile did you know that I.B.M. and Apple are getting 
together and are going to jointly produce a computer that can run both 
OS2 and Apple’s System 7+ operating systems. What this could mean 
for the future is that Apple will license their operating system allowing 
for the production of low cost Macintosh clones opening up that 
market and allowing Apple to concentrate more on software and less 
on hardware. And with the ease of use that System 7 offers added to 
I.B.M.’s own OS2, these two companies could really strike out at 
Microsoft. Something to ponder on anyway.

The Voice from Across the Pond

Phew, I just got back from the WOC in Cologne, I just installed 
and tested my new MultiFace III Board, and I am relaxing with a cup to tea 
now. Time to give you an overview of the show. 

Well, the Amiga part of the show was only about one half of a 
hall, most of the important German companies where there, mostly selling 
their stuff. The other 3/4 of the was dominated by PC games, with the 
Amiga showing up every now and then. 

The Amiga booths were extremely crowded, there was no way to 
fall on your face, as there were simply to many people standing around. 
CD Roms were sold like hot cakes, I also spotted a few people sneaking 
away with CD32s. 

So, let me give you a brief summary of the new and exciting 
things on the show: 

The OpalVision Roaster chip/board is finally being sold, at a 
price that is much higher than excpected (around DM 4000, $2500) , but 
fair considering what you get for the money. Now with the Roaster and 
LightWave PAL, who needs a Toaster in Europe? 

The Digital Broadcaster 32 was beeing demoed, alongside a 
Warp Transputer System. The DBC32 seems to be fairly stable now, the 
image quality is excellent 

While the WARP System looks quite nice, I could not see it 
working as it had just crashed before I arrived. The specs are very 
impressive and that beast is fast. It basically allows you to load off cpu 
intensive tasks to Transputer boards using the Warp OS. You can add as 
many boards as you want to your system, increasing performance 
proportionally. The base board does around 50 Mips and installs in a Zorro 


slot. The other boards (Warp Twin 70 Mips, Warp Tripple 105 Mips) 
are then connected to the base board. 

System comparisons to an Amiga 4000/40 are quite 
impressive, a render that took around 1 hour on an A4000/40 took 
around 50 seconds on a 1000 Mips Warp system. A rendering engine 
for Aladdin 4D is available, others (Real3D, Lightwave) are to follow. 
Software especially written for the Warp boards is supposed to be 
being developed now. 

Helfrich demoed the SD64 64 bit graphics board based on 
the EGS software, a tablet driver for Genius tablets (which looks 
promising. Genius tablets are very cheap), Scala MM 400, 
VideoCruncher and the Peggy MPEG board. 

The SD64 is a ZorroII/Zorroin autosensing gfx board with 
a max pixel clock of 1 lOMhz. It is compatible with the Piccolo, the 
only main difference is that it is faster, more expensive and allows for 
a max of 4MB Ram. 

The tablet driver has some nice features, allowing you to 
put keyboard/mouse events or ARexx/Dos scripts on any part of the 
tablet The final version will allow you to load your tablet template as 
an IFF file and directly define the areas that cause actions to happen. 

Scala MM400 has some new features such as direct 
VLAB/IV24/Framemaschin support, loads different file formats 
(TIFF, BMP, FLI/FLC, PhotoCD, GIF, PCX and Datatypes), has 5 
types of antialiasing and allows you to run audio/video editing tools 
directly from Scala. 

AS&S were of course demoing the Cyberstorm60/50, 
which will be available as soon as Motorola ships the 68060 in 
quantities.Lightwave rendering times are very impressive, the 
TextureExamples scene included with Lighwave takes 3:42 (minutes/ 
seconds) to render on an A4000/40 25Mhz, 1:32 on a Cyberstorm 40 
40 Mhz and 0:54 on a Cyberstorm 60 at 50 Mhz. AS&S also plans to 
release an 060 board running at 80Mhz as soon as the cpus become 
available. The Mips ratings are: A4000/40 15.447, Cyberstorm 40 
24.896, Cyberstorm 60 82.190 (!). The 060 at 80Mhz is supposed to 
rate at around 130 Mips. 

They also showed their new gfx board, the Cybervision64. 
It is a pure ZorroIII board based on a 64bit chip by S3. The pixelclock 
lies around 135 Mhz. The Workbench emulation seemed to be quite 
stable, it is rumoured to be by the same people who did the Picasso 
emulation. It also features planar to chunky conversion hardware (a 
kind of Akiko I guess, just the ther way around), which ought to speed 
up the emulation. It is available with 2 and 4 MB and a pass through 
for the Amiga signal. A VRam version of the board is also planned 
(unconfirmed !).. 

AS&S also showed their new range of A1200 tuibo boards, 
which basically offer the same performance at a lower price. 

Now to a goody I discovered at the booth of one of the 
smaller companies. It is simply called 32-bit Sequence Processor, and 
does just that at a list price of DM 499 ($ 312). It allows you to 
composite 24 bit animations using alpha channels. It offers fades, 
layering, colour manipulation and other operators. It is not unlike 
ADPro, but especially made for animations. The rendering 
calculations are performed at a breathtaking pace due to optimized 
assembler code. The system is very easy to use and, for example, 
allows you to composite images using spline paths. This is the kind of 
programm I would want to write (because I need it;-). Excellent stuff 
here, let’s wait and see if the guy finds a distributor in the US. 

Well, again I went to the MacroSystems booth, wondering 
whether they would show a better demo of the VLab-Motion this time. 
Well, they did. The software is advancing and looks really nice now. 
The image qualitiy is still not up to PAR (excuse the pun), but ought 
to be enough for industrial use. The software will not use the M-JPEG 
chips for JPEG coding/decoding, but MS promised to include highly 
optimized coding algorithms with the next software update which 
should cut down thew coding time to around 2 seconds (on a 
WarpEngine40). A file system for the VLab-Motion is out of the 
question, said the programmer, because you just can’t delete frames in 
the middle of a sequence. He will think about a file system that allows 
to write files once only though. The VLab-Motion Software now also 
fully supports the Toccata audio board during editing. MS also 
demoed Xl-Paint, which features an OS3.X look on a 24 bit screen and 
offers some nice features (image layering for example). 

Oh, Imagemaster r/t was on sale, for as low as $ 112! And I 
didn’t buy it, damn.

BackTalk - BackTalk is a compiled AmigaBASIC 
program that runs in the background. It has low 
processor overhead, unless it is actually in the process of 
saying something. You can create your own Talk files 
using Creator, a menu driven file maker. Every few 
seconds, Back-Talk speaks, and says something chosen 
randomly from the current Talk file. 

CHARR - Charr is loosely based on Scorched 
Tanks, which was similar to Artillerus, but a much better 
example of how an Artillery game should be done. The 
author wanted to create a "next generation" version for 
the gaming genre. Thus, Charr was born! The basic 
concept behind Charr is simultaneous action. Many 
different weapons can be fired at once and in different 
patterns with each "bullet" proceeding independent of 
the others. 

IconSpy - IconSpy is a very simple proggie which 
monitors calls to GetDiskObject() and FindToolType() 
functions in icon.library. It will show you any attempts 
to load icons or, what is more important, to find icon 
tool types. Very often applications get some options, 
preferences and so on via tool types. And if the doc 
files are lost somewhere in the universe you simply 
don’t know what tool types programs looks for! Using 
IconSpy you can also discover some secret tool types! 
This is an update to a previous disk. 

NOERRORS - NoErrors is a simple to use, Gadget 
driven program. Its main function is to hide physical 
disk errors from floppy disks and hard disks, so these 
disks can then be used without DOS showing read/write 
errors. Physical errors are actual hard errors on the 
disk surface. These errors will not format. On floppy 
disks this normally means that you throw the disk away. 
On some hard disks, you can remap these areas to good 
areas. However we have found that some commercial 
drives do no give you this function, so if your hard drive 
has an error, then bad luck you cannot use it 
successfully. NoErrors overcomes this problem by 
allocating these areas to a file, and writing this file to the 
disk. DOS will never look at these areas unless 
specifically requested, but as the file name of the file is 
an unprintable character this will never occur. If you are 
using a file utility program, die file can be seen normally 
as the first file on the list with no name. Don’tdelete it 
or your errors will reappear.

Diego’s Diary - Fantasy Island BBS 

This article is designed to go into more detail in 
regards to our BBS. First off, let me say that we are now 
official members of the Fantasy Island BBS. 

In addition to the 2 numbers published 
previously, we also have access to the BBS by calling 
254-9107.. I find that this third number is often available 
when the other 2 are busy. This third number also has 
support for US Robotic HST modems in case you have 
one of those. 

Let’s talk about the different menus when you call 
the BBS. When you first call with your modem (see 
previous issues of Diego’s Diary for discussions on 
modems and how to use them), you are presented with a 
message asking you to hit your return key 4 times and 
then you get a prompt for your name. If this is your first 
time calling, then you also get asked if you typed your 
name correctly and then you get asked a bunch of 
questions which you should try to answer as accurately as 
possible. If you have called previously, then after you 
type in your name, you are asked to type in your 
password. Now you are "logged in!" Occasionally, you 
are asked a question to help the system verify lhat you are 
indeed who you say you are - like date of birth or home 
phone number. The next next screens you see are the lists 
of caller for the previous 2 days. You are then shown any 
new newsletters and then whether you have any personal 
mail waiting to be read by you. After all this, you are 
presented with the Main Menu. From here you can type F 
to see the File Menu or M to see the Message Menu. 
Reading messages on the board is just a matter of typing R 
for Read, N for New, the A for All Conferences .The GCC 
Conference is #10. There is an Amiga conference, a 
private electronic mail conference, a general chit chat 
conference, and many more. 

From within the Files Menu, my favorite 
command is N for New Files Since Last Checked. From 
hare, you can look at all the recent uploads in all die file 
sections. So far, this has been pretty intuitive. Now let’s 
talk about something not so clear cut. 

There is a command called J for Join Conference. 
The sysop, Dennis, has his BBS configured with different 
access levels. As a GCC member, you have access to all 
the conferences and file areas. However, a typical Fantasy 
Island caller may have access only to the Mideon area or 


the General Chit Chat area. When a Midean person 
does a new file scan, he or she only sees die files 
pertaining to the Mideon area. Therefore, if you 
[J]oin the Amiga area #4 for instance and then try a 
new file scan, you will only see files pertaining to the 
Amiga computers (but not the GCC Amiga files). 

IBM files are access through the General Chit Chat 
conference but like I mentioned previously, we as 
GCC members have access to all the conference and 
file areas through the GCC conference. What does all 
this mean? I suggest that when you first call. Join the 
GCC conference and access the other areas through 
the GCC conference. I realize our menus aren’t very 
pretty (yet), but we can improve these with time and 
suggestions. 

One caution: from the Main Menu in all the 
conferences, an option to leave feedback to the Sysop 
(Dennis) exists .From die GCC Main Menu, leaving 
feedback to the sysop actually leaves a message to me. 
The reason is that most times, this option is used to 
ask questions of the BBS. For our section, questions 
would probably be best answered by myself. If you 
are interested in leaving a message to Dennis 
specifically, then Join conference #1- General Chit 
Chat, and then use the Main Menu option of Leave a 
Comment for Sysop. Clear as mud? Good.

Amiga Special Disk of the Month 

PucManWorld - Pucman Worlds is a Pacman clone 
programmed using Amos Professional. You can freely 
distribute this game if all files on this disc stay unchanged. 
Earlier versions of Pucman didn’t work on 68000 based 
Amiga due to bug in Amos Pro Compiler but fortunately 
we could avoid the bug by changing the code. So this 
version should run now with A500 and A2000 IF you have 
at least 1 meg of chip ram. We are truly sorry about that, 
but that was the only way to get the Pucman working...I’m 
not going to tell you the complete playing 
instructions because you have certainly played Pacman (If 
you haven’task your friends or write to us and we’ll help 
you if you have any problems). But something important 
should be mentioned herein. In menu use mouse or joystick 
to move the pointer and choose one of die icons below. 
Note that the pointer will change to icon’s name for easy 
recognition of different options. The first one is ’Play’ icon 
and when you click this one, die game starts from world 
#1. There are 3 completely different worlds and every 
world has at least 4 levels. With the second icon you can 
’Load’ your previous location in Pucman by giving the 
correct WORLD password. The world password is given to 
you at beginning of each level. Note thatthe password will 
start from level 1 of respective world.

NEW SECTION - TECH TIP OF THE MONTH 

Have you ever copied a program to your hard-disk 
and forgotten where you put it? I recently did this and it 
made me wonder if I was the only one who misplaces his 
files. Since I decided that I probably am not alone in this 
situation I thought of a few ways to find my file that 
everyone may not know about. The first way to find my file 
involves going to the DOS prompt and using the DIR 
command. The more recent versions of DOS include a way 
of searching through the entire Hard-disk with a single DIR 
command. Try this...go to the C:\ prompt and type "DIR Is 
*.BAT" and press ENTER. Your computer will work for a 
while and start printing information to your screen. It is 
searching for every BATCH file on your hard-disk and I 
know it will find at least one. The key to using this method 
is the fact that you went to your root directory (C:\) and told 
it to look through all of your Sub-Directories ( Adding /s to 
your DIR command tell it to search your sub-directories). 
Another way to find a file is to use the FILE-MANAGER in 
WINDOWS and use the Search command found under the 
File pull-down menu. Using the Search command will not 
only list your files but also allow you to copy or move them 
if you like. If you get stuck trying out this TECH 
TIP....please ask for help at the next meeting and I’ll try to j 
help. HAVE FUN

CBE - ClipBoard 
Enhancer (a.k.a. CBE) is a 
commodity that enhances the way 
that the Amiga clipboard works. 
The clipboard (as I am sure most 
of you already know) is a device 
that allows programs to copy data 
from one application, and allow 
the user to paste that data back 
either to the same application or 
even to other applications that are 
capable of using the clipboard. 
The Amiga has 256 such units, 
unfortunately almost all programs only use one unit. This 
seemed a waste of quite a powerful system feature. Another 
problem comes in when you cut/copy a second time, since the 
previous data is lost, the only way to paste that same 
information back is to find where you got it from, and 
recopy/cut again. This of course is not always possible. Well 
worry no longer for CBE is here. CBE keeps track of every 
piece of data that has been sent to the clipboard, and allows 
you to select any previous item, and paste it back.

To dig up and survey your treasure trove of 
icons, highlight the program item needing a new icon in 
Program Manager and select "File-Properties" (or press 
<ALT><ENTER>). Click the "Change Icon’ button (if 
the ’no icons available’) dialog box appears, select OK. 
Click Browse, and then double-click the "moricons.dll" 
file from your Windows directory to see an additional 
icon set. Scroll through the icons until you see one you 
like and select OK twice and new icon will replace the 
icon you wanted changed. You can "browse" any EXE, 
ICO or DLL file for more icons. 

If you are really crazy for icons, let me know. I 
have 4 -3 1/2" disks full and will copy them for you for 
$2 and you supply the disks.

TECH TIP / NEW PROGRAM OF THE MONTH

file that has been misplaced on your hard-disk. Since the 
last newsletter, I downloaded and installed a program 
called WizManager (No... It is not something you use to 
manage your bathroom activities...) It is an add-on to the 
file manager found in the Windows operating system. It 
adds a series of buttons and a new pull-down menu to 
your existing file-manager screen. It has an un-install 
program if you do not like the new look and would like 
to remove il 

Anyway... WizManager has a bunch of built in features 
that I like a lot... It has a button that initiates the search 
function that I talked about last month. It also has a 
search function that will actually look inside your files 


and find every file that uses a specified word or symbol 
that you would like to find. In addition to these search 
functions, it has a FIND DUPLICATES button that 
many members (like Larry our editor) have been 
looking for. This Find Duplicates button searches your 
drive and finds every duplicate files and brings them up 
in list form showing all the files and their locations. 
After it creates the list, you can use the 
COPY .MOVE,LAUNCH,DELETE or other keys to 
manipulate the files right from the list screen. I recently 
used this to scan my hard-disk and found that I had 
inadvertently copied some files onto my hard-disk 
twice. I made sure that I did not need the extra copy and 
then deleted them. I saved a bunch of space on my hard¬ 
disk and cleaned up my system at the same time. I’ll 
have this program at the next meeting and I’ll try create 
a special IBM disk with the share-ware version of the 
program by the meeting date.

There will be founded a new, 
completely selfstanding daughter 
company of Escom AG. It will have 
own rooms at an own address in 
Hcppenheim. It will be the 
headquarter of the new company, 
with control and coordination for the 
whole world. One subsidiary will 
exist in any case in the Netherlands, 
and it will do Europe-wide 
distribution and sales. Further 
country subsidiaries are not 
impossible. Yet there are no concrete 
decisions about UK, USA, and 
Canada in particular.

CDiskl9B - CompressDisk is a disk 
doubling package based on an Exec device. It

MemCheck - MemCheck is a 
program to test your memory for hardware 
errors - and to prevent them from affecting 
your other programs. It tests each individual 
memory circuit by attempting to switch all the 
bits in memory into the opposite state then 
reading them to find out whether they actually 
have taken the other value. Thus each bit is 
toggled and any hardware errors will be found. 
After testing the memory is restored to its 
original state. Because fiddling with the whole 
of the memory would tend to irritate other 
programs (to say the least!) all other programs 
are paused while it runs. 

PointerEyes - PointerEyes places a 
pair of eyes on the title bar of the public screen 
of your choice. The eyes will look at your 
pointer as you move it around the screen, 
periodically blinking, rolling, or going to sleep 
when you don’t move the mouse for a while. It 
will also monitor the env:sys directory for any 
changes so that if it is on the workbench 
screen, the screen can close and reopen when 
preferences are changed. You can also have 
the eyes follow you and jump from public 
screen to public screen. 

xlnstall - xlnstall is a GUI-based, 
extended Install-command.(GUI: 
@(b}G@{ub}raphic @{b}U@{ub}ser 
@fb}I@{ub}nterface)OR: you can install 
@{"bootblocks" link "bootblock" 0} to floppy 
disks without typing any command in CLI or 
Shell (like the good old Install). You can 
install 5 internal Bootblocks or your load and 
file-saved bootblock and install it.

interviewed Manfred Schmitt the founder and 51 % 
shareholder of Escom concerning the future of 
what was formally owned by Commodore. Herr 
Schmitt refused to comment on their plans for the 
American market, stating that there would be a 
forthcoming press conference concerning the 
American market and he did not want to comment 
until they had had a chance to persue all there 
options. At the present time they are pursueing the 
P.C. market while in the process of creating the 
Amiga division. Escom will be using the 
Commodore name for a line of P.C. clones and in 
an interesting ( my opinion ) move they will be 
gearing up for the production of Commodore 64’s 
to be sold as home computers in Russia and China. 
The idea being to introduce an inexpensive home 
computer that could be hooked up to a standard 
T.V. to introduce the concept to private citizens 
before offering the more advanced technology of 
Amiga’s and clones. 

The Amiga line itself will be divorced totally 
from the Commodore name and be a line unto 
itself, with the hope of offering 1200’s and 4000’s 
to the European market by Christmas. The press 
conference has taken place by this time and I have 
heard rumours of what was said i.e. a 4000T would 
initially be offered in the United States. I hope 
someone will have more on this either in this 
newsletter or at the meeting. 

On a sadder note, Creative Computers has 
pulled it’s support for the Amiga stating that if the 
Amiga makes a comeback they would reconsider. 
To be honest when the Amiga makes a comeback I 
hope it’s not offered to them but that mutually 
lucritive deals can be worked out between Escom 
and those companies that have remained loyal. 

Locally I would like to put in a plug for two 
local bulletin boards, one is of course our own 
affiliated Fantasy Island ( 254-6804 ) a very fine 
BBS which I frequent 3 or 4 times a week. Also 
Sages Tower (259-1844) which I am on just about 
every night. If any of you are familier with 
Emerald Keep ( 394-0065 ), which was an Amiga 
board which recently went P.C.,sold their 
equipment to Sages Tower so it is basically the old 
Emerald Keep just updated. I have been in contact 
with the sysop at Sages Tower and find him to be 
very friendly and responsive to suggestions to 
improve the board.

This 
needs to be tempered with the knowledge that the 
articles were written before the final sale of 
Commodores assets (I will refrain from using the first 
part of the word assets to describe anyone with the 
initials M.A. and who used to be a major executive at 
Commodore) to Escom of Germany. 

On the down side the magazine itself 
appears to be rather pricey with an annual subsciption 
rate of $44.00 for just the magazine and $70.00 if you 
want the cover disks. The price appears to be for 13 
issues. 

On the plus side though after lamenting the 
demise of Amigaworld I have to admit reading Amiga 
Computing I don’t really miss Amigaworld at all 
except that it is an example of the state of affairs for 
the Amiga. 

It is a well written upbeat magazine 
covering the gambit of Amiga computing from 
hardware to software to productivity reviews to 
graphic and sound reviews to game reviews. Suffice to 
say I will be sending in my $44.00 for my subscription 
(never really been into coverdisks). 

On a personal note, I have had my Amiga 
3000 for over a year now and was very pleased with it.

AMIGA PRODUCTION TO BE 
RESUMED IN U.S.

PHILADELPHIA — In a surprise move, Escom 
AG, the German computer company that bought the 
remains of Commodore International Ltd., plans to start 
manufacturing Amiga computers in the United States by 
August. 

The Amiga, a sophisticated personal computer that 
had multimedia capability years before competitors, has 
been out of production for more than 18 months. 

Edward Goff, who works for Escom as a 
consultant, said he hoped to have Amiga 4000 model 
towers, which contain the main workings of the desktop 
computers, available for distribution by the end of August. 

Escom had planned to restart making Amigas in 
China, or possibly Europe, but so far has been unable to 
work out a manufacturing agreement with a Chinese 
company. A European company has agreed to do some 
Amiga assembly. 

The circuit boards for the computers will be 
produced by Zober Industries Inc., a contract manufacturer, 
in Croydon, Pa. The computers themselves will be 
assembled by Quikpak Corp. of Norristown, Pa. 

Executives of the two firms said details of the 
manufacturing had not been finalized. 

Goff was vice president and general counsel of 
Commodore. He and two former Commodore engineers 
now are working as consultants for Escom, with the 
assignment of starting production here. 

Commodore, which had its North American 
headquarters in West Chester, Pa., went into liquidation in 
May 1994. Escom paid $10 million for the company’s 
core assets and technology in April. 

At that time, Escom President Manfred Schmitt 
said he wanted to resume production of all Commodore 
products in China if possible. Commodore had last done 
its manufacturing in the Philippines. 

However, Petro Tyschtschenko, general manager 
of a newly formed Escom subsidiary, Amiga Technologies 


GmbH, said the Chinese would not be ready to begin 
manufacturing for at least a year. 

Tyschtschenko said in a telephone interview 
last week that Escom wanted to produce 22,000 Amiga 
4000s this year. The circuit boards for all the 
computers will be made in the Philadelphia area, and 
about 10,000 of the machines will be assembled near 
Philadelphia for the North American market, he said. 

The remaining 12,000 circuit boards probably 
will be shipped to Scotland, where the computers 
themselves will be made by a contract manufacturer 
that used to assemble some machines for Commodore. 
These 12,000 machines will be sold in Europe, he said. 

"I think we can start production in July or 
August," said Tyschtschenko. The company also hopes 
to manufacture 100,000 to 120,000 of the smaller 
Amiga 1200s this year in Europe for the European 
market, he said. 

Escom has formed a separate Commodore 
subsidiary that will begin making multimedia 
computers based on Intel’s Pentium microprocessor this 
year, Tyschtschenko said. These machines will be sold 
in Europe under the Commodore label. 

"It is completely separated from Amiga," he

Microsoft moves against Windows 95 problem

Sept, lst.95 Microsoft Corp. moved quickly 
Friday to resolve a problem that has prevented 
thousands of customers from installing its 
massively-Publicized new windows 95 operating 
system. 

Microsoft set up a toll-free telephone line 
to provide replacement diskettes for customers 
who cannot install the system because of what it 
said were undetected viruses already resident on 
some users computers. 

While Microsoft executives and industry 
analysts said there is nothing wrong with Windows 
95 itself, the glitch highlights difficulties faced by 
the software giant as it sells one of the first truly 
mass-market computer products. 

Rogers Weed, a group product manager for 
Microsoft, said he believes the virus problems has 
affected fewer than one percent of people who 
have purchased the $90 retail version of the 
Windows 95 upgrade. 

But Microsoft already has sold more than 
one million units of the system in North America 
alone. Meaning thousands of users have 
experienced the problem. 

And while the virus problem has accounted 
for only about five percent of customer complaints 
so far. Microsoft technical support lines have been 
jammed to capacity with 20,000 calls a day, 
mostly from users having trouble with installation 
and setup. Weed said. 

Microsoft said it will increase technical 

support staff and expand hours over the 
Labor Day weekend. When call volumes are 
expected to be especially heavy. Microsoft also 
urged Windows 95 users to seek help through sites 
it has established on the Internet and commercial 
online services. 

The installation glitch is caused by several 
viruses withnames such as STONED, MONKEY 
and ANTI-EXE, it said. Users whose systems are 
infected with one of the viruses get an error 
message after they insert the second of the 
Windows 95’s 13 diskettes and must replace the 
diskette before completing installation. 


Microsoft said it recommends that users 
upgrading to Windows 95 back up any important 
files and run virus-scanning software on their 
operating systems before beginning installation. 

Symantec Corp. said it is making available 
FREE virus scanning software for users who are not 
protected by an anti-virus program and who are 
upgrading to Windows 95. 

Symantec chief executive officer Gordon 
Eubanks said he thought between two and four 
percent of people attempting to upgrade are failing 
because of the virus problem. 

When you sell hundreds of thousands of 
units ....that is an alarming number of viruses. 
Eubanks said. 

Microsoft set up a special telephone number 
800-207-7766 for customers who need replacement 
diskettes. 


Quarterdeck Introduces 2-way 
voice product. 


Quarterdeck Corp. said it planes to 
introduce a mass-market voice product that would 
deliver too-way audio connections over the internet 


The worldwide Web-based product, called 
Quarterdeck Webphone(TM), would be available in 
retail stores this October, the company said. 

Quarterdeck said Webphone offers full- 
duplex audio capabilities, providing sound that is 
two-way and comparable to that of a telephone 
connection. The company said it will ship a free 
copy of it’s Web browser product, Mosaic with 
every Webphone.

Get your board and go Cyber- 
Surfing with me. 

To paraphrase a song from the sixties, cyber or net 
surfing seems to be the latest fad, and I will admit that I 
spend a couple of hours an evening surfing myself (man 
I need to get a life). 

Probably the worst part of cyber surfing is the 
waiting for graphics to load. I am using a 75 megahertz 
Pentium with a 14.4 modem but a lot of pages still take 
an inordinate amount of time to load, and of course the 
more graphics intensive your destination the longer it is 
going to take. Delays can also be intensified by heavy 
traffic at either your server or the computer you are 
trying to log on to. 

But what really chews up tire time are all those 
phrases in blue on the different home pages. If you are 
even newer to the internet than I am let me explain that 
anything is blue is a hotlink to another site making it 
incredibly easy to spend hours without realizing it just 
linking from one site to another without any realization 
of the time you are spending doing die jumps. It can 
become the neverending story. 

There are many ways to tie into the internet, these 
include going through national online services such as 
America Online which has a very smooth almost 


seamless interface to the net, and Micro Soft Network 
which I found to be a nightmare to try to access the 
World Wide Web with. 

There are others like Portal, Delphi, CompuServe, 
Prodigy and Genie that I am alas unfamiliar with and 
cannot adequately give an opinion of. 

My major concern with using a national online 
service is just how cost effective are they. Please don’t 
misinterpret me, if you are an occasional user, using it 
five or less hours a month, these are excellent deals. If 
you are not interested in the internet these are excellent 
deals. But let’s say you want to use the internet quite 
often, around ten hours a month how good of a deal are 
they then. Using die two I am familiar with let’s find 
out AOL charges $9.95 a month and allows you five 
free hours a month charging $2.95 an hour for every 
hour over that Using our ten hours per month scenario 
this would come to 9.95+ 5(2.95) or $24.70 per month. 
MSN charges $4.95 per month with three free hours 
and $2.50 for every hour above that. That would come 
to 4.95+5(2.50) or $22.95 per month. 

There is another way and it is to use a dedicated 
internet provider such as EZLink (voice # (618-659- 
3206) or Basenet (voice 1-800-638-6373). Both of 
these have local access numbers so it is a local phone 
call. 

They do charge a one time startup fee of $25.00, 
this includes signup fee, software, and technical 
support. There fee after that is $20.00 a month. That 
would be 20+unlimited online time(0) or $20.00 dollars 
a month. 

So what is the best deal using a national online 
service or a dedicated internet server. Well it all 
depends on what you are looking for, if what you want 
is up to the minute news, weather, stock reports, lively 
conversation, software updates and can do all that in 
around five hours then the national online service is for 
you. But if your are interested in doing some serious 
surfing dudes, and want unlimited time to do it in, then 
the direct connect is the approach you want As for me I 
am a member of America On Line where I can be 
reached at rkoerper@aol.com, and a subscriber to 
EZLink where you can reach me at rkoerper@ezl.com. 
Catch you on the waves.

"The rapid implementation of the 0.35 micron 
manufacturing technology allows us to expand the 
Pentium processor family at an unprecedented 
pace," said G. Carl Everett, senior vice president. 
Microprocessor Products Group. "The 120 MHz 
Pentium processor introduces a new level of 
compatible performance for mainstream desktop 
computers." 

Everett added, "In 1995, PC manufacturers 
again will be able to double microprocessor 
performance at major system price points and give 
PC users new choices in all computing segments." 
He projected that the 100 MHz Pentium processor — 
which until today had been the performance leader 
in Intel’s portfolio -- is targeted to become the 
volume desktop processor in systems priced at less 
that $2,000 in the second half of this year. 

"New members of the Pentium processor 
family, including a 150 MHz version, will be 
introduced throughout the year," noted Everett. 
"These new high-performance versions of the 
Pentium processor will be manufactured on Intel’s 
0.35 micron manufacturing technology." 

0.35 Micron Process Technology 


Intel’s move to volume microprocessor 
manufacturing on a 0.35 micron process 
technology is an industry first. It allows the die 
size to be reduced to approximately one-half the

The Speech by Petro Tyschtschenko, 
Senior Vice President or Escom and 
General Manager of Amiga Technologies 

We are pleased to be here in the UK, one of our 
most important markets, to have the opportunity to 
talk directly to the Amiga press. We will talk to our 
dealers and the developers tomorrow. We know that 
this press meeting should have taken place earlier. 
Please understand that we were very busy. We have 
set up the operations and the material for production. 
During this time, we have achieved many things. 
Let’s talk about this now. 

Some of you surely know how long and difficult 
the takeover of Commodore was and how much this 
one year of latency hurt the Amiga market Building 
up everything again was also a difficult task for us. 
Especially the financial and logistic situation. 
Without the support from our mother company 
ESCOM AG, nothing would have been possible. We 
actually revived the Amiga in two important steps: 
First, by acquiring the assets of the former 
Commodore for more than 10 million dollars; 
secondly, by starting it up again, which requested 
again several times the initial investment. Other 
main difficulties we encountered were to get specific 
parts and components for production. D-RAMs are 
on allocation, Amiga keyboards, floppies and 
Production 

GOOD NEWS: We are still on schedule to 
produce Amigas for availability in September. And 
even better news, we will have a real European 
manufactured product

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The Speech by Petro Tyschtschenko, Senior Vice President 

of Escom and General Manager of Amiga Technologies 


We are pleased to be here in the UK, 
one of our most important markets, to 
have die opportunity to talk directly to 
the Amiga press. We will talk to our 
dealers and the developers tomorrow. 
We know that this press meeting 
should have taken place earlier. Please 
understand that we were very busy. 
We have set up the operations and the 
material for production. During this 
time, we have achieved many things. 
Let’s talk about this now. 

Some of you surely know how long 
and difficult the takeover of 
Commodore was and how much this 
one year of latency hurt the Amiga 
market. Building up everything again 
was also a difficult task for us. 
Especially the financial and logistic 
situation. Without the support from 
our mother company ESCOM AG, 
nothing would have been possible. We 
actually revived the Amiga in two 
important steps: First, by acquiring the 
assets of the former Commodore for 
more than 10 million dollars; secondly, 
by starting it up again, which requested 
again several times the initial 
investment. Other main difficulties we 
encountered were to get specific parts 
and components for production. D- 
RAMs are on allocation, Amiga 
keyboards, floppies and Production 

GOOD NEWS: We are still on 
schedule to produce Amigas for 
availability in September. And even 
better news, we will have a real 
European manufactured product. 

The Amiga 1200 will be produced in 
Bordeaux, France. Our successful 
negotiations with Solectron, one of the 
world leader of sub-contract 
manufacturing, guarantees a European 
high quality standard. Quality is very 
important for us, we want to reduce 
defective returns to a minimum. That’s 
why we focused on Europe rather than 
the Far-East. 

The Amiga 4000T motherboards 
will be produced in the United States, 
near Philadelphia. The units for Europe 
will then be assembled in the ESCOM 
facilities in Germany. The American 


units will be assembled in 
Philadelphia. 

We have made an agreement with a 
European monitor manufacturer. He 
will provide a monitor especially 
adapted to be used with the Amiga. 
The monitor is a high-quality 
multisync monitor that can scan 
horizontal frequencies from 15 to 38 
KiloHertz. The plug of that monitor is 
also adapted to the video output 
connector of the A1200 and A4000T. 
I think this is exactly what is needed 
for all Amiga resolutions. 

As announced at our previous press 
conference, our plan is still to build 
100,000 A1200s and 20,000 A4000Ts 
until the end of this year. These 
figures are based on existing orders 
and on customer based forecasts. I’m 
quite sure that this gives us the 
assurance that the whole production 
will actually be sold. A large 
percentage of our A1200 production 
will be sold alone in the UK. 

Servicing The repair and spare 
servicing will be centralized in our 
service-centre in Braunschweig, 
Germany, in coordination with the 
representation points in each country. 
The technical dealer support will also 
be handled here, as well as the 
distribution for computers and 
monitors in Germany. 


Our service plan is very simple: we 
don’t repair, we only make 
components exchanges. Future plans, 
developments As I promised before, I 
will now tell you about our future 
plans for research & development 

First, we plan to enhance current 
models. We are thinking of faster 
processors and chip integration for 
the beginning. We are going to 
integrate the 68060 chip for the 
A4000T this year. For the entry-level 
model, we are looking at an external 
CD ROM addition and more RAM 
onboard the bare units. 

We are also planning to use the 


CD32 concept for developments of 
set-top-box systems. The set-top- 
boxes will open new markets for 
Amiga products. Set-top-Boxes could 
be produced in variants for cable-TV, 
satellite-TV and for telephone line 
communication and also be used for 
home-shopping and home-banking. 
I’m convinced that this market is 
tremendous and will push the Amiga 
technology into millions of 
households. Software publishers 
should be interested in writing 
software for such a widely spread 
platform. The Amiga architecture is 
optimally suited for set-top-systems 
because of its low demand for 
resources like RAM or processor 
power and because of its multitasking 
and real-time abilities, in summary, 
the Amiga is the most cost effective 
platform for set-top-boxes. 

It is still under investigation which 
RISC platform will be used as the 
basis for the Amiga of the future. At 
this point, we cannot say more about 
this issue, thank you for your 
understanding. 

IFA Berlin 

From the 26th of August to the 3rd 
of September, we will be present at 
die IFA, one of the biggest consumer 
fairs in Germany for TV, 
communications and multimedia. 500 
000 visitors are expected this year 
and we use the occasion to make our 
comeback with the Amiga in Europe. 
Virtual Products I-Glasses and 
Commodore will also be presented to 
our visitors. May I point out that the 
Amiga version of the I-Glasses will 
be much cheaper than the PC version 
because it doesn’t require the VGA- 
to-composite conversion box, since 
the Amiga 1200 already has a 
composite output.

Speech by Petro Tyschtschenko at Bradford 

[This transcript came directly from Gilles Bourdin’s laptop and 
as such isannotated for delivery, not a direct transcript of what was 
actually said.-Jason] 

Ladies and Gentlemen, distinguished guests. 

I am pleased to be here at our first common press conference 
withMicrovitec. My name is Petro Tyschtschenko, I am President at 
AmigaTechnologies GmbH. The company was founded in May 1995, 
just after ESCOMAG acquired the rights to the technology and patents 
of the formerCommodore Company. 

Amiga Technologies GmbH is a 100% subsidiary of ESCOM 
AG. ESCOM AG is apublic company. 25 % belongs to Quelle 
[explain], 10 % to Siemens-Nixdorf,12,5 % to RWE [explain], 38,5 % to 
Manfred Schmitt, founder and chairman ofthe board, 14 % splitted to 
other shareholders. You surely have heardabout the last ESCOM deal in 
the UK concerning the Rumbelows shops. 

Before working at ESCOM AG, during my time at 
Commodore, for 12 years, whenl was Director for international 
logistics, I always used to trade withmanufacturers and accessory 
providers in the far-east. Commodore partnersin this regard were 
notorious companies like Hyundai, Samsung, Daewoo orPhilips, all 
famous names in the monitor business. Logically, the firstthing I did 
when I began setting up the operations of Amiga TechnologiesGmbH 
was to revive my contacts. According to asian courtesy, I got 
manypromises to help Amiga and to send propositions. 

I am known as being an impatient man. I wondered if there 
wasn’t apossible solution in Europe. In the Amiga-Magazines I saw 
advertisementsfor Microvitec Monitors and was surprised because I 
knew the name from thebanking and industrial sector. 

In Munich, at a big press meeting, I had the opportunity to talk 
to manypeople from the monitor and Amiga busines, and I heard many 
positivecomments about Microvitec. This convinced me to keep 
heading towards aeuropean solution. 

I arranged meetings in Bensheim with Mr H President at 
Microvitec Germanyand adressed him our technical requirements, prices 
and quantities for anAmiga monitor. I quickly understood that the 
Microvitec deal would be thebest solution from the technical point of 
view. Instead of choosing a lowcost product, I decided to go for the 
mid-level and to prefer good quality.Another advantage with 
Microvitec:was the location in Europe, our mainAmiga market. This 
was going to enhance our logistics tremendeously andkeep costs at a 
low level! 

Now, ladies and Gentlemen, we decided to call the monitor 
M1438S. Theinitials stand for Monitor and Stereo. 14 represents the 
size and 38 meansthat the monitor can sync all horizontal frequencies 
from 15 to 38Kilohertz. This is just what is needed for a multimedia 
computer like theAmiga. 

We already got very satisfying tests in the Amiga-press. A 
littlerestriction concerning the use with genlocks has been detected 
butMicrovitec engineers are already working on it. 

Distribution 

Our first deliveries of the M1438S began in mid-September. 
After a fewstartup difficulties, we have everything under control. For 
the lastquarter 1995, we will have sold all forecasted 15000 units. For 
the UKmarket, we can ship directly from the Bradford facility, which 
saves ustime and money. The deliveries for continental Europe are 
made from ourservice-and-spare-center in Braunschweig. As you can 
see, ladies andGentlemen, Logistics is an important thing for us and I 
think the we havereached quite an acceptable level of optimization here. 

Now, let’s talk about our plans for 1996. What shall we do? 
Go back forfar east production or continue our cooperation with 


Microvitec? Thedecission has been taken. Well, Ladies am 

Gentlemen, 4 we decided tocontinue the british experience, how could i 
be otherwise? For us, ofcourse, the price question is an important one 
But I am convinced thatMicrovitec will be very cooperative on thi 
issue, we are currentlydiscussing this. 

Concerning the product range, we think of three differen 
models. For thefirst quarter, we will continue with the 14 inch model 
For the CEBIT fairin Hannover, we have a 15 and 17 inch model oi 
schedupossible, during thesecond quarter, and this without increasing 
the price. 

Ladies and gentlemen, we know that the 17 inch monitor wil 
be abreakthrough in the Amiga market. We allready presented firs 
prototyspesamples at the IFA fair in Berlin and the great response firon 
the publicconvinced us to market it as soon as possible. Be aware: thi 
monitor isable to adapt itself automaticcaly to horizontal frequencie: 
from 15 up to64 Kilohertz. This monitor can be used on high em 
Amigas fitted with 64bit graphic boards and can display video as wel 
as high resolution VGAscreens. There is actually no competition fo 
this product on the marketand we know that our Amiga monitor will b 
appreciated by those who dovideo applications, even on the PC am 
Macintosh side. 

Our forecasts for 1996 are set on 60.000 monitors, which wil 
represent atumover of about 20 million UK Pounds. We will begh 
with 10.000 14 inchmodels during the first quarter, negociations an 
still being made for theforthcoming quarters. 

Ladies and gentlemen, as you might allready know, we wil 
not only sellmonitors.

Million DM, which isabout 45 Million UK Pounds. For the cominj 
year, I will not make anycomittments but if everything keeps going a 
well as this year, we expectto ship 500.000 Amiga 1200 and 50.00C 
Amiga 4000T. Since then, there willalso be new models available it 
the entry-level as well as in themid-range. We also intend to presen 
our new A1200 CD-ROM drive on theAmiga fair in Colone. 

Ladies and Gentlemen, we are very pleased that we coulc 
contribute toincrease the utilization of industrial capacity in Bradford 
We hope thatthis will also help to improve the social situation here. 

We think that with our action based on "european locatioi 
and partners", weshowed that a computer manufacturer can hi 
competitive without having totransfer ist production to the far east, likt 
Commodore did. We think thatwe are quite innovative in this regan 
and we hope that our experience willbe followed by other compute 
manufacturers. 

Our main market is currently Europe. But there is also a grea 
potentialin the United States. In our forecasts, we did not include 
America becausewe are currently in negociations with distributors am 
future partners tofind a solution to cover the north-American market 
These negociationasare quite promising. One of the distributor 
overseas has allready ordered500 monitors. 

Ladies and Gentlemen, we are proud to export britisl 
Monitors to the USAand I will make you a confidence about one of nn 
dreams I am about torealize: To export european made monitors t» 
Asia. This would indeed be anice reward for the excellent work mad» 
by Microvitec and AmigaTechnologies.
